GOP shoves tax overhaul ahead 


Republicans hold together to move their signature bill through the Senate Budget Committee

WASHINGTON — Republi- 
cans held together and shoved 
their signature tax overhaul a cru- 
cial step forward Tuesday as wa- 
vering GOP senators showed a 
growing openness. But its fate re- 
mained uncertain, and a planned 
White House summit aimed at 


averting a government shutdown 
was derailed when President Don- 
ald Trump savaged top Democrats 
and declared on Twitter, “I don’t 
see a deal!” 

“It’s time to stop tweeting and 
start leading,” Senate Minority 
Leader Chuck Schumer retorted 
after he and House Minority 
Leader Nancy Pelosi rebuffed the 
budget meeting with Mr. Trump 
and top Republicans. 


Mr. Trump lunched with GOP 
senators at the Capitol and de- 
clared it a “love fest,” as he had his 
previous closed-doors visit. But 
the day underscored the party’s 
yearlong problem of unifying be- 
hind key legislation — even a bill 
slashing corporate taxes and cut- 
ting personal taxes that’s a para- 
mount party goal. 

Tuesday’s developments also 
emphasized the leverage Demo- 


crats have as Congress faces a 
deadline a week from Friday for 
passing legislation to keep federal 
agencies open while leaders seek a 
longer-term budget deal. Republi- 
cans lack the votes to pass the 
short-term legislation without 
Democratic support.

WASHINGTON — North Korea 
abruptly ended a 10-week pause in 
its weapons testing Tuesday by 
launching what the Pentagon said 
was an intercontinental ballistic 
missile — apparently its longest- 
range test yet — a move that will 
escalate already high tensions with 
Washington. 

Pentagon spokesman Col. Rob 
Manning said the missile was 
launched from Sain Ni, North 
Korea, and traveled about 620 
miles before landing in the Sea of 
Japan within 200 nautical miles of 
Japan’s coast. It flew for 53 min- 
utes, Japan’s defense minister 
said. 

South Korea, a key U.S. ally sep- 
arated from the North by a highly 
militarized border, responded with 
shorter-range missile tests of its 
own to mimic striking the North 
Korea launch site, which it said 
lies not far from the North Korean 
capital. 

The launch, in the wee hours 
Wednesday in Asia, is North 
Korea’s first since it fired an inter- 
mediate-range missile over Japan 
on Sept. 15, and it appeared to

Bethel Park man guilty in hate crime beating of Indian man

Jeffrey Burgess, a car wash em- 
ployee from Bethel Park, admitted 
Tuesday that he beat up an Indian 
man in a restaurant who was 
minding his own business for no 


other reason than he thought he 
was an Arab. 

Burgess, 55, became a federal 
felon in pleading guilty to commit- 
ting a hate crime before U.S. Dis- 
trict Judge Nora Barry Fischer. 

Under a plea deal with the U.S. 
Attorney’s office, he would re- 


ceive three years of probation 
with four months of home confine- 
ment, 50 hours of community ser- 
vice and completion of a “restora- 
tive justice” program at the 
Center for Victims on Penn 
Avenue. 

The judge said she'll wait until 


a pre-sentence report is done be- 
fore deciding whether she’ll ac- 
cept the plea. Under the law, Bur- 
gess could face 10 years in prison 
without the deal.
